rest of the case ho waa prepared to ac- 
cept the verdict of the jury in regard to 
the Wilde literature. The jiidgo said 
the jury must return a verdict of guilty 
or not guilty aa roj-arda the entire case. 


The jury found Queens borry

guilty, mid further declared that (iueens- 
berry's charges were true and made for 
public good.

Qtieonsberry left tho dock amid cheers.

foot reflector, recently presented by a 
wealthy Englishman who bought it for 
his own nee, but found the atmosphere 
and the general condition of tho weather 
in England unsuited to astronomical 
observations.

nu Established in Fresno Would 


Have Many rnpils to Begin 


With. 


For the paat two years 1'rofeanor 
catou, principal of tho city schools, 
s been advocating tho establishment 
a separate school for incorrigible chil- 
en of this city. Thus far tho Board of 
lucation has not seen fit to take any 
tion in tho mutter, but it ia hoped 
at at an early duto tins urgently 
cdcd institution for thu making of 
od men and women outofyoung vaga- 
mla and criminate will be established. 
According to it statu law, children be- 


wcen the ayes of (i and 17 can bo coui- 


lled to attend school for at Ic:ist two- 
irda of thu achool term of the diatriut 
which they reside. In cities it is 
rthor provided that a "truant olllcer" 
ay be employed, whoso duty it is to 
ok into en sea of truancy from schools 
nd to compel the attendance of the 
ildren who otherwise would not at- 
nd. Theee laws, however, are nut on- 
rccd to any considerable extent, and 
ot at all in Fresno. But it canuot be 
uied that something should be done 
r the boys in this city, who are only 
arning to bo crlmiuala and vagabonds. 
For example, take thu boya who 
ather nt the entrance to tho opera 
ouse every time there is some eutor- 
ininent therein. Although there is a 
rfew ordinance in thia city requiring 
I uiiuora to bo at home by 8 o'clock in 
e evening, the boyd hang about the 
lewalk at the entrance until 10 or 11 
utock at night. It seems to bo a gen- 
til gathering place for them, whore 
ey smoke cigarettes, and in other ways 
iraue the journey to worthlessnefla. 
During the day most of these boys 
n be seen upon the streets wandering 
tout without a purpose. The parent! 


many are indifferent whether their 


likirun attend school or not; and many 
ay truant from school notwithBtand- 
g the watchfulness of teachers who, 
abides their regular work, ;;ttc::d to this 
atter nu much as posuiblu. These are 
10 boys who need the attention of tho 
ivernmoiit. Therefore, as there ia a 
w whereby such au evil can be romo- 
ed to a great extent, it is the duty of 
m authorities lo soe that thu law ia en- 
rced. 
Under the present conditions 
the 


riucipal and teachers dealing with a 
ory refractory chili! have a diflicult 
ity to perform. Within tho laat month 
ioy have hud to deal with boys guilty 


stealing and other mtsdemuanors. 


iall those boys be kept in school where 


y exert an evil iutluonce over the 
ids of their school inn tua? In 
the 


ml where all cluaaos mingle at recess 
lose boys talk of thoir wickodnosa in 
rusunce of smulUir children standing 
round lie ten ing to it alt. 
On thu other hand, shall these boya 
ho have become young criminals prob- 
bly through no fault of theirs ba mndo 
itcasts? Shall thoy bo thrown out 
)on tho streotB to fall into worse pat 1 IB 
t vice and crime? 
It cannot ho denied that keeping aucli 
ova in school is a risk which should 
0 taken. It is also a gruut risK to 
iiuulon tlieirtraining. Unnmnageablo 
lildren might with proper care grow 
t bo good citizens. 
If u school for tho special instruction 
1 these children is established in tho 
ear future it will have about fifty at- 
i minute to begin with; llfty children 
:ho otherwise apend their time In the 
.reeta, with good olmncua for learning 
Ice and criminality. 
Professor lloaton baa advocated the 
se> of the Hadsell school house for thia 
urpoae. 
It necessarily must 'be re- 


noved from the other school houses, 
no teacher and truant o nicer would 
robably be suftlciont to manage the 
ihool. The expense, compare'! with 
ie amount of good it would do, would 
3 small.
